The  POPULATION  of  the  CranbrooR  Rural  District, 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  1910,  was  12,257,  showing 
a decrease  of  687  since  the  census  of  1901,  and  of  73 
on  the  estimated  population  of  1909. 
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The  number  of  registered  births  amounted  to  265, 
including  157  of  ma3.es  and  128  of  females,  and  giving  a 
BIRTH-RATE  of  21.6  per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared 
with  19.6  in  the  previous  year,  and  22.2  in  1908. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  five  deaths  were  registered, 
consisting  of  79  of  males  and  96  of  females.  Prom  this 
number  must  be  deducted  6 deaths  of  non-residents  dying 
in  public  institutions  in  the  District,  making  a nett 
total  of  169  deaths. 

‘The  DEATH-RATE  was  15.7  per  1,000  of  population, 
as  compared  with  12,5  in  the  previous  year,  and  12.0 
in  1908. 

The  PRINCIPAL  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES  include  Small-pox, 
Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping-cough, 

Fever  (including  the  three  principal  forms  ‘.Typhus , 

Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever,  and  Pyrexia  of  uncertain  origin), 
and  Diarrhoea. 

Of  the  total  169  deaths,  only  two  were  caused  by  one 
or  other  of  these  diseases,  viz.,  1 by  Diphtheria,  and 
1 by  Whooping-cough. 

The  EPIDEMIC  DISEASE  DEATH-RATE  was  0.16  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  as  against  0.48  in  the  two  previous 
years,  and  0.52  in  1907. 
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The  INFANT  MORTALITY,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  registered  births  • 
was  76,  as  compared  with  95  in  1909,  and  57  in  1908. 

The  birth-rate  in  ENGLAND  & WALES  in  1910  was  24.8 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  0.8  per  1,000  below 
the  rate  in  1909,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year 
on  record.  Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years 
1900-1909,  the  birth-rate  in  1910  showed  a decrease  of 
2.7  per  1,000. 

The  death-rate  in  1910  was  13.4  per  1,000,  which  was 
1.1  per  1,000  below  the  rate  in  1909  and  lower  than  the 
rate  in  any  other  year  on  record j compared  with  the  average 
rate  in  the  ten  years  1900-1909,  the  death-rate  in  1910  showed 
a decrease  of  2.4  per  1,000. 

The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  to  1,000  registered  births  was  106,  which  is  3 per 
1,000  below  the  rate  in  1909.  The  rat©  in  1910  was  3.ower 
than  in  any  other  year  on  record.  Compared  with  the 
average  in  the  ten  years  1900-1909,  the  rate  of  infantile 
mortality  in  1910  showed  a decrease  of  86  per  1,000. 

The  epidemic  disease  death-rat©  was  0.99  per  1,000 
living,  against  1.28,  1.34,  and  1.13  respectively  in  the 
three  preceding  years. 

The  vital  statistics  for  THE  DISTRICT  for  1910  cannot 
be  regarded  otherwise  than  satisfactory.  The  general  death- 
-rate  is  certainly  a shade  (.3  per  1,000)  higher  than 
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that  for  the  country  generally,  but  the  epidemic  disease 
death-rat©  and  the  infant  mortality  are  respectively  .83 
and  31  below  the  general  rates. 

The  birth-rate  for  this  District  was  8.0  higher  than 
that  for  the  previous  year,  but  3.2  below  that  for  the 
country  generally . 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease 
(Notification)  Acts,  1889  & 1899,  the  following  diseases 
are  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  District,  vis.,  Small - 
-pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  croup,  Erysipelas, 
the  disease  known  as  Scarltt  Fever,  or  Scarlatina,  and  the 
fevers  known  by  any  of  the  following  names:  Typhus, 

Typhoid  or  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued  and  Puerperal. 

Thirty  seven  cases  were  notified,  as  against  47  in 
the  previous  year,  and  comprised  8 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
17  of  Diphtheria,  10  of  Erysipelas,  1 of  Enteric  Fever, 
and  1 of  Puerperal  Fever. 

SMALL-POX.  No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred. 

SCARLET  FEVER. fell  from  28  non-fatal  cases  in  1909  to  8 
cases  and  no  deaths  in  1910,  which  were  notified:  1 in 
April,  4 in  November,  and  3 in  December,  all  in  the 
vicinity  of  Goudhurst. 

All  the  patients  were  children  of  12  years  and  under. 
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Seven  of  the  cases  were  treated  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital . 

DIPHTHERIA.  Seventeen  cases  with  2 deaths  were  notified 

as  against  6 cases  and  1 death  in  the  previous  year.

The  five  cases  at  Frittenden  in  January  were  all- 
children  of  one  family  resident  in  a house  adjoining  the 
village  school.  One  of  these  patients  - a boy  aged  3 - 
died  before  the  notification  of  the  case  was  received. 

It  was  found  on  inspection  that  the  drainage  of  the 
house  and  of  the  school  premises  was  unsatisfactory,  and 
steps  were  at  once  taken  to  have  the  defects  remedied, 
and  the  school  was  closed  for  this  purpose  for  a fortnight 

The  water  supply  was  also  very  inadequate,  only  rain 
water  being  available,  the  shortness  of  the  supply  only 
allowing  of  flushing  of  the  school  closets  twice  a week. 

Two  of  the  cases  at  Hawkhurst  in  March  occurred  at 
a laundry,  and  in  this  instance  special  precautions  were 


taken. 
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The  other  fatal  case  was  that  of  the  child  of  a 


hop-picker,  notified  in  September  from  Tnsrttenden  Farm, 
Goudhurst,  and  removed  to  the  Union  Workhouse,  where  it 
died  shortly  after  admission.  This  death  - being  that 
of  a non-resident  - is  not  included  in  Schedule  B. 

On  the  15th  August,  1910,  an  Order,  cited  at  ’’The 

* 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910  was 
issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  This  Order  sanctions 
the  provision  by  District  Councils  of  a temporary  supply 
of  diphtheria  anti-toxin,  and  of  medical  assistance  in 
connection  therewith,  for  th©  poorer  inhabitants  of  their 
District,  subject  to  the  arrangements  with  respect  to  the 
keeping,  distribution,  and  us©  of  the  diphtheria  anti- 
toxin being  made  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  order  to  advise  the  medical  men  in  the  District 
of  this  Order,  and  to  inform  them  of  the  conditions  under 
-which  anti-toxin  is  provided,  I addressed  (with  the 
approval  of  your  Council)  the  following  circular  letter 
to  all  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  District:- 
’’Dear  Sir, 

The  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London) 

Order,  1910.  

”In  view  of  the  fact  now  generally  recognised,  viz* , 
that  in  cases  of  Diphtheria  - and  more  particularly  in 
laryngeal  diphtheria  or  membranous  croup  - the  chances 
of  the  patient's  recovery  are  vastly  increased  by  the 
injection  of  anti-toxin  at  the  earliest  possible  stage 
of  the  disease,  the  Cranbrook  Rural  District  Oouncil  wish 
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me  to  inform  you  that  they  intend  at  once  to  carry  out 
the  suggestions  contained  in  the  above  Order. 

A stock  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  will  be  kept  at  the 
office  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr  C.  Payne,  High  Street, 
Gran brook) . 

This  will  be  for  the  injfection  of  patients  before  they 
go  to  Hospital  and  who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  so 
expensive  a remedy  themselves. 

Any  qualified  medical  practitioner  can  obtain  a dose 
or  doses  on  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient  for 
whom  it  is  intended.  In  some  cases  it  may  be  more 
convenient  and  nay  facilitate  the  early  use  of  the  remedy 
if  the  medical  practitioner  uses  his  own  anti-toxin  and 
later  on  either  refunds  it  from  the  Council’s  store,  or 
sends  a bill  for  the  amount  used  (with  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  persons  for  whom  it  was  used)  as  early 
as  convenient  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the  early 
administration  of  anti-toxin  shall  in  no  way  substitute 
prompt  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  but  be  an  adjunct 
to  such  removal. 

This  free  provision  of  anti-toxin  as  above  suggested 
applies  to  poor  persons,  including  those  who  are  actually 
in  receipt  of  parish  relief". 


ERYSIPELAS.  Ten  cases  were  notified  with  one  death,  as 
against  9 non-fatal  cases  in  the  previous  year.  They  were 
notified  - 1 in  March  and  1 in  April  at  Goudhurst,  4 in 
May  (1  at  Goudhurst,  £ at  Cranbrook,  and  1 at  Frittenden), 
2 in  June  (1  at  Sandhurst  and  1 at  Goudhurst),  1 in 
October  at  Cranbrook.  and  1 in  December  at  Goudhurst 
The  fatal  case  - a woman  aged  71  years  - was 
notified  from  Frittenden  in  May  and  died  in  the  October 
following . 

ENTERIC  FEVER.  Only  one  non-fatal  case  of  this  disease 
was  reported,  as  against  4 cases  and  one  death  in  1909, 
and  occurred  in  May  at  a farm  at  Hawkhurst. 
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The  patient  - a boy  aged  11  years  - was  treated  at 
home  and  made  a good  recovery. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER . One  non-fatal  case  was  notified,  at  the 
end  of  July  at  Goudhurst.  A medical  man  was  in  attendance, 
but  the  patient  was  nursed  by  an  unqualified  person,  and  it 
is  doubtful  if  the  woman  received  proper  attention. 

Active  steps  were  taken  in  the  way  of  disinfection 
and  cleansing  the  house. 

TUBERCULOSIS  in  all  its  forms  caused  16  deaths  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  10  in  1909.  Of  these,  IS  were 
certified  as  due  to  Phthisis  (consumption  of  the  lungs)  as 
against  7 in  1909,  The  death-rate  for  all  forms  of  the 
disease  was  1.550,  and  the  Phthisis  death-rate  0.97  per 
1,000  of  population. 

The  death-rate  in  this  district  from  all  forms  of  the 
disease  in  1909  was  0.81,  and  the  Phthisis  death-rate  0.56 
i er  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  rates  of  1.52  and 
1.08  for  England  and  Wales  in  that  year.  The  comparative 
figures  for  1910  for  the  country  generally  are  not  yet 
available . 

PHTHISIS.  Ho  cases  were  notified  under  the  voluntary 
system  of  notification  adopted  in  the  District. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1908,  all  cases  of  Phthisis  occurring  among  poor  persons 
are  compulsorily  notifiable.  Four  notifications  were 
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rocoived  during  the  year,  viz..  , 1 in  April  of  a poor  person 
leaving  the  Mailing  Workhouse  to  take  up  residence  near 
Hawkhurst , and  1 in  May  and  2 in  November  of  cases  in  xhe 
Union  Workhouse. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  where  necessary,  and 
advice  and  printed  instructions  given  to  those  in  charge 
of  a patient. 

ANTHRAX . Two  cows  died  of  anthrax  at  Benenden  at  the 
end  of  September  and  beginning  of  October,  and  a cowman 
who  skinned  the  second  animal  contracted  the  disease  in 
one  hand.  He  was  sent  to  the  Charing  Cross  Hospital 
and  treated  and  made  a good  recovery. 

This  was  reported  on  by  me  at  the  time. 


HOSPITAL  ISOLATION . 

Eight  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  treated  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  Swaffenden  Lane,  and  were  admitted 
as  follows;- 

September.  1 case.  ( D i ph t her i a ) . 

November.  4 cases  (Scarlet  Fever). 

December.  _J5 11  (Scarlet  Fever). 

Total.  8 cases.. 

This  number  of  cases  by  no  means  represents  those 
who  would  have  come  into  hospital  if  they  could  have 
been  admitted,  but  as  your  Council  is  aware,  only  one 
disease  can  be  with  safety  admitted  at  a time. 

I have  pointed  out  that  to  provide  for  two  diseases 
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really  means  putting  up  two  more  blocks,  as  the  present 
administrative  part  is  closely  connected  with  the  wards 
and  unsuitable  for  the  purpose . -Che  present  building 
would  do  for  a ward  only  very  well . A disinfector  is 
also  required j and  there  is  a building  ready  for  the 
small  one  which  I suggested  some  time  age. 


B.  NQN-NQTI PI ABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

MEASLES . No  deaths  resulted. 

INFLUENZA  was  the  cause  of  three  deaths  - 1 at  Cranbrook 
in  February;  and  1 in  March  and  September  at  Goudhurst. 
The  patients  were  all  adults. 


'WHOOPING-COUGH,  One  death  resulted  from  this  disease  - 
that  of  an  infant  6 months  of  age  in  July  at  Sandhurst. 


DIARRHOEA. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  record 
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were  caused  by  this  disease,  a fact  to  which  the  very  low 
epidemic  disease  death-rate  may  be  mainly  attributed. 


INSPECTIONS.  In  addition  to  visits  of  inspection  in 
connection  with  cases  of  infectious  disease,  1 have  made 
numerous  inspections  of  the  various  schools  in  the 
District > and  also  in  regard  to  dilapidated  dwellings 
and  sewage  disposal  at  Goudhurst;  Benenden  Sanatorium; 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Ockley  and  Cockshot;  in  regard  to 
the  water  supply  and  Waterworks;  anthrax;  Housing  & Town 
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house-to-house 

There  have  also  been  a great  number  of  inspections 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  many  improvements 
effected . 

Written  notices  have  been  served  on  owners  of  116 
houses  to  remedy  sanitary  defects,  and  in  98  cases  the  work 
has  been  carried  out,  the  remainder  being  practically  in 
hand.. 

Three  statutory  notices  were  served  and  each  one 
complied  with. 

No  prosecutions  have  been  made. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES.  There  are  still  no  common  lodging 
houses  in  the  District,  but  the  premises  into  which 
lodgers  are  habitually  received  are  kept  under  observation. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  and  MILKSHOPS. 

Regulations  are  in  force  for  the  control  of  these 
premises  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  & Milkshops  Order 
of  1885,  having  been  adopted  by  the  Council  on  February 
13th,  1907,  coming  into  force  on  April  1st.  following.

I have  no  reason  to  think  but  that  the  quality  of  the 
milk  produced  in  this  District  or  imported  into  it  is 
below  the  average;  in  fact,  from  the  quality  of  cows  many 
private  persons  keep,  it  ought  to  be  above. 

No  special  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  or 
by  any  other  authority  acting  under  special  powers  in 
causing  dairy  cows  in  the  District  to  be  examined  by 
veterinary  surgeons. 

No  tuberculosis  cows  have  come  under  the  notice  of 
the  sanitary  officials. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES.  The  slaughter-houses  in  the  District 
are  not  registered,  but  all  are  kept  under  supervision 
and  periodically  inspected  from  time  to  time,  with  a view 
of  enforcing  cl  anliness  and  proper  sanitation. 

The  premises  are  not  visited  at  the  times  of 
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slaughtering , and  there  is  no  inspector  holding  a special 
certificate  in  meat  inspection. 

No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  have  been  found  in  a 
tuberculous  condition. 


FACTORY  & WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901.  The  table  belovf  snows 

the  nature  of  the  factories  and  workshops  in  each  parish. 

No  serious  defects  have  been  found,  and  those  minor 
defects  which  have  occurred  we re  remedied  by  request.  In

DRAINAGE. 

The  Cockshot  drainage  area  of  Hawkhurst  has  been 
modernised,  and  the  crude  sewage  which  used  to  run 
straight  into  the  river  is  now  intercepted  into  tanks, 
the  effluent  from  which  is  distributed  by  a Farrar’s 
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tipper  on  to  filter  beds  before  discharge  into  the  stream. 


The  Gills  Green  and  Ockley  drainage  is  nearly 
completed.  New  sewers  with  the  necessary  manholes  have 
been  constructed  up  to  the  Hawkhurst  station. 

The  old  sewer  from  Highgate  has  been  connected  up 
in  the  scheme  of  treatment  and  shortly  the  whole  of  the 
sewage  will  be  treated  by  tanks  now  under  construction. 
The  tank  effluent  will  be  distributed  on  filter  beds  by 
means  of  two  revolving  sprinklers  before  discharge  into 
the  river. 


It  has  now  been  decided  to  construct  a length  o f 
sewer  in  the  Parish  of  Sandhurst  to  remedy  the  pollution 
of  ditches  now  taking  place,  also  to  take  the  drainage  of 
the  public  schools;. 

WATER  SUPPLE.  A considerable  portion  of  the  District 
is  supplied  by  the  Cranbrook  Water  Company.  Throughout 
the  year  complaints  were  made  from  time  to  time  by 
persons  taking  this  supply  (both  in  this  and  other  local 
areas)  of  the  water  being  extremely  thick  and  dark,  and 
unfit  for  any  kind  of  domestic  use.  I examined  it  on 
several  occasions  and  found  the  defects  due  to  excess  of 
iron  and  earthy  deposits,  but  although  physically  unfit 
for  consumption,  the  deterioration  vms  not  due  to  any 
kind  of  dangerous  animal  or  vegetable  pollution. 

The  Company  were  aware  of  the  deterioration  and  tho 
causes,  via.,  increasing  consumption,  and  too  little 
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angi ne  power. 

A statement  of  the  action  of  the  Company  appeared  in 
a report  of  their  half  yearly  meeting  - an  account  of 
which  ’was  given  at  length  in  the  “Kentish  Express  f* 

Ashford  News"  for  Septr.  3rd , 1910. 

1 an  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  Duncan  Murton,  Secretary  to 
the  Water  Company,  for  the  following,  written  after  the 
close  of  tho  year  19X0,  in  answer  to  inquiries  I made : - 

“In  1909  we  began  to  be  dissatisfied  with  the  result 
of  the  filtering  process,  though  the  water  was  reported 
on  as  "a  satisfactory  vrater  and  the  treatment  adopted  for 
the  removal  of  iron  is  evidently  effective”. 

The  question  of  engine  and  pump  power  also  being  a master 
requiring  very  serious  attention  as  our  staff  were  working 
too  .long,  and  the  engine  was  doing  too  much,  and  we  were 
unable  to  stop  for  a sufficient  length  of  time  to 
overhaul  it.  After  much  discussion  and  consideration 
it  was  resolved  to  put  in  a new  suction  gas  plant  and  to 
adopt  Candy  filters. 

The  new  suction  gas  plant  can  pump  24,000  gallons  per 
hour,  instead  of  16,000  the  amount  pumped  by  the  old  steam 

The  Candy  filters  are,  I take  it,  well  known  to  you,  and 
do  not  require  any  description. 

I have  sent  you  a copy  of  Dr.  Howarth's  analysis  made 
w i t h i n a mo  nt  h or  tw  o . 

As  to  the  disturbance  of  the  water,  you  will  recollect 
that  we  draw  from  a borehole  with  the  old  engine,  and 
the  borehole  is  necessarily  filled  with  pumps.  To  put 
down  a new  engine  and  pumps  it  was  necessary  to  sink  a 
new  borehole.  To  go  to  any  distance  from  the  existing 
borehole  was  to  run  a very  good  chance  of  missing  the 
water  altogether  in  this  neighbourhood  of  tipped  up  strata. 

Before  sinking  the  new  borehole  we  had  the  new 
filtering  plant  erected,  but  owing  to  a constant 
churning  of  the  water  in  the  new  borehole  by  the  boring 
tube,  the  water  and  iron  in  the  old  borehole  were 
disturbed,  and  we  found  that  we  were  pumping  through 
from  one  borehole  to  another . 

W©  also  went  through  a bed  of  fine  stuff  when  sinking 
the  new  borehole  which  we  did  not  meet  in  tho  old  one, 
and  this  curiously  enough  apparently  had  some  affinity 
for  iron  and  was  too  much  for  the  filters,  which  were 
then  of  course  very  much  more  than  ample  for  filtering 
the  16,000  gallons  pumped  per  hour. 
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The  result  of  all  this  was  that  no  doubt  fresh  iron  got 
into  the  mains  and  caused  the  discolouration. 

Then  came  the  trouble  of  the  breakdown  of  the  engines  and 
the  necessity  to  pump  from  Hawkhurst  and  take  a supply  from 
Biddenden.  In  both  cases  the  result  was  the  sane  - the  water 
flowed  in  a contrary  direction  whilst  pumping  was  going  on 
and  back  in  the  usual  direction  when  pumping  stopped,  and 
the  supply  was  by  gravity,  and  was  stirring  up  twice  a day 
all  the  iron  in  the  mains. 

Attempts  were  made  to  flush  out  the  mains  when  the  steam 
pumping  plant  was  repaired,  but  it  is  a very  big  business 
to  wash  out  some  sixty  miles  of  mains,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  new  plant  was  in  working  order,  that  we. have  been  able 
to  do  this. 

The  mains  have  been  emptied  twice  all  the  way  through 
their  length,  refilled,  and  the  outlets  left  open  until 
the  water  came  clear,  and  it  is  now  quite  a long  time  since 
wo  had  a single  complaint  from  any  consumer. 

As  regards  the  rest  of  your  letter,  the  depth  of  'the  well 
is  exactly  the  same  as  the  old  one.  We  hoped  to  get  down 
deeper,  but  found  that  we  began  to  lose  water,  and  had  to 
stop  and  plug  the  bottom  of  the  new  borehole. 

With  regard  to  the  new  plant  its  capacity  is  £4,000 
gallons  per  hour  as  I have  mentioned.  The  pumps  are  made 
by  Warners,  the  well  known  pump  makers,  and  are  driven  by 
suction  gas  produced  on  the  premises,  the  engine  and  plant 
being  one  of  Cross leys* 

The  filters  I have  mentioned,  are  throe  filters  about 
eight  feet  in  diameter  fully  capable  of  dealing  with  the 
34,000  gallons  pumped  through." 

Thirty  eight  new  connections  have  been  made  during  the 


year .

Frittenden  School  was  re-drained  in  January  as 
referred  to  under  "diphtheria". 

In  March  I visited  the  Sandhurst  New  School  on 
account  of  complaints  of  the  drainage  disposal  and  in 
the  following  month  I again  inspected  with  the  School 
Medical  Officer  and  some  alterations  were  contemplated. 

The  drainage  at  Sir  T.  Dunk's  Endowed  School, 

Hawk hurst , has  been  overhauled  and  repaired. 

HOP-PICKERS'  ACCOMMODATION.  The  hop-picking  season 
again  passed  with  a very  small  amount  of  infectious 
disease.  Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
accommodation,  but  the  water  supplies,  the  cooking  houses, 
and  the  latrines  are  in  many  cases  totally  inadequate.  It 
is  most  desirable  that  on  an  ©ncampiaent  of  any  size  a man 
should  specially  be  employed  during  the  pickers'  stay  in 
attending  to  the  sanitary  arrangements , clearing  up  refuse, 
disinfecting,  &c. 
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should  be  employed  for  about  6 weeks,  i.e.,  during  th® 
latter  half  of  August  and  in  September,  as  it  is 
impossible  for  on©  inspector  with  his  other  duties  to 
attend  to,  to  inspect  th©  huts  sufficiently. 

BYE-LAWS,  fee.. 

In  addition  to  hop-picking  Bye-laws,  and  Regulations 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  & Milkshops  Order,  Bye-laws 
were  framed  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with  respect  to 
New  Buildings,  and  certain  matters  in  connection  with 
buildings  in  the  District,  and  adopted  on  December  14th, 
1910,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  awaiting  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board.

I have  made  REPORTS  to  your  Council  during  the  year 
on  the  following  matters:-  dilapidated  cottages  at 
Goudhurst;  drainage  of  Goudhurst  (3);  case  of  anthrax  in  a 
man;  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910,  &c. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 
in  any  matter  connected  with  the  public  health. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  a few  sporadic 
cases  of  mild  scarlet  fever  in  the  District  - otherwise 
there  were  no  epidemics,  and  the  general  health  conditions 
were  satisfactory. 

The  statistical  tables  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  the  Table  provided  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  recording  action  taken  under  the  Factory  & 
Workshops  Act,  1901,  are  appended.
